The royal yacht Britannia was fogbound in the 

St Lawrence Seaway, Ingemar Johannson knocked

Armstrong was coming back to life. 


Police hunted an escaped 
convict in Staffordshire, In 
Liverpool, 75 Nigerian seamen 
were on strike and had to be 
flown home to Lagos. 


June 27 was also the first 
Saturday of the most wide 
spread printing stoppage Bre 
tain has seen since the General 
Strike in 1926, But these 
only a few of the stories which 
appeared in the most remark- 
able collection of emergency 
news sheets imaginable. 


Five doys earlier 100,000 print- 
ing workers had stopped work. 
Details of all printing disputes 
are cumplicaled, but the — basic 


Feoniict in this one was simple. 


The 11 printing unions wanted 
shorter hours and more money—- 
In effect about a 20 per cent in- 
crease in earnings. 


‘The Master Printers and the 
Newspaper Society, representing 
most general printing works and 
provincial newspapers, offered 
un inerease of about five per 
cenfat the lith hour, = The 
unions rejected the offer. 

Hundreds of jobbing printers 
and scores of local newspapers, 
nut belonging. to the employers* 
organisations, made their ow1 
terms with the unions and 
carried on. The Fieet Street, 
Manchester and Scoltish papers 
were not affected. 


But all the rest, about 4,000 
firms, printing unything from 
encyclopedias fo cigarette pac 
kets, stopped preduction.
